and to an ignorance of facts, It has often been 
contended, for example, that if the bars of 
exclusion were to he let down, this country 
" would be flonded with millions upon millions 
of China’s surplus population, If such fears 
were based more upon p sélid foundation than 


upon a fertile imagination, it would indeed |: 


cans titute amenaco to -the political existence 
of the Americnn Republic; then it- would be 


natural and proper that strict, measures should |. 


be adopted tn prevent such a catastrophe, and 
no reasonable, person could raise any objection. 
But let ‘us examine the real ‘facts of the case, 
The population of the whole Empire of: China 
is commonly supposed to bejn’ round numbers: 
‘400,000,000, but conservative estimates © by. 
foreigners who have been residing in China 
make, it considerably sitaller, no more than 
200,000,000, It should be remembered that 
China is a'country which occupies an immense 
territory arid is fully able to support this im- 
* mense population, The Chinese long ago ac- 
quired’ the habite of an ayricultural nation, 
Mencius, the most revered of the Chinese sages 
“next to Confuciiis, went so far as to say, that 
burial of the dead and change of abode should 
not.go beyond the limits of the native village 
oreity. ‘Thus all Chinese trom their childhood 
have the notion of firm attachment to their 
mative home thoroughly instilled into them. 
They also have a horror of travellingabroad and 
their education, habits and environments all 
tend (o make them remain in the -places of 
their birth without change. The inducements. 
« must be very great indeed, to tempt them away 
from their ancesiral homes. The truth is that 
all the Chinese that are in the United States 
come from only one single province of China, 
_-onay, from a few districts of that province. . Who 
_ has ever met a Chinese inthis country, outside 
of the consular and diplomatic: service, who 
hails from any other province than the Province 
c of Kwantung ? This provin¢e has a population 
of 25,000,000 according to the most trustworthy 
estimate. But of this population only about 
5,000,000 live in those districts which solely. 
supply Chinese immigrants to this country. 
Suppose evory obstacle to the free admission 


'. of Chinese to the United Stites should be re- 


moved, does any man in. his sober senses really 
believe that the entire population ‘of 5,000,000 
of thote districts ‘would immigrate to thls 
country?
